"No, foreigners shall enter within the 
balustrade • and Inclosure around^the' 
temple; Whoever is caught will have 
himself to blame for his death, which 
WllK,fdllQW." It will be remembered 
that' the Jews were much stirred up 
agalnat '; Paul because >■ he 'ibrougbt 
.Greeks Into the temple and hath pol- 
luted/ the -holy place.'! According, „to 
Josojphua, tbeso Inscriptions .were at

Memorial day was fittingly . observed in 
Antioch on Monday, in Bpite of , the ;cold 
and windy day and the spirit of '61 -was 
predominant in tha hearts of the veterans., 
The Antioch veterans, drum corps, secret 
organizations and school children started 
from the M.E. church at 0:30 . o'clock and 
marched to the cemetery' where, tbe graves 
of the ^departed heroes were decorated. 
Tbe entire' parade then marched' to the 
depot to receive tbe ■ members of Luther 
Crane Poet and the ladies A)f the i Relief 
Corps of Burlington, numbering between 
thirty and forty veterans and their friends 
to the number of .one /hundred, accompa- 
nied by a brass baud. As tbo train pulled 
into the. station they were received with 
ringing cheers, and forming in ' line were 
escorted to the M*. -E. church, where tbe 
ladies of tha .Antioch : Hillside Cemetery 
society served the dinner. Tables -were aet 
for. the accomodation of about oae hundred 
at a time. Those who were in waiting 
were entertained in tbe auditorium of the 
church by in uaic songs and recitations 

On "account of the cold weather the ser- 
vices in tbe .afternoon were held at the 
cburch instead of at tbe grove. - These 
services consisted, .of. songs, speeches and 
recitationa. The address to the.old BoldierB. 
was delivered by Rev. Win; C.-Ctawbrth,'' 
a synopsia of which is given below. 

This is 'a, meeting with twofpurpoBes;* 
first to honor the soldiers, living and/dead, 
and second to help perpetuate tbo spirit of 
patriotism. TboaenriniverBarycelebrationa 
set reflection and self examination to work;.' 
The Btory of our civil war h not tho ! story 
of a day. That struggle waa not the out- 
come, of one little: dispute.. It was the 
volcanic outburst of the heated elements; 
the awful eruption from a cebtury of dis- 
putes. Let mo remind you that on the 
shores of this new continent two distinct 
civilizations took their rise.'^In the year 
1606 a fleet oE three amall Vessels^ fitted 
out "by the "London Company"' Bet Bail 
from England for America. After a cir- 
cuitous route by way of the Canary Islands 
the fleet reached Chesapeake Bay,- They 
sent their exploration party to shore. 
Soon a site waa. selected for their colony. 

In tbe year 1619' occurred an event which 
was destined to stain the history of America 
for years. A Dutch vessel of 'war sailed tip 
tbe James river and offered twenty negroes 
for sale. These wore bought' by the James- 
town colonists and thus -with oneEngliBb 
settlement began American slavery. No- 
tice briefly tbe history, of 'the other -civil- 
ising colony established on ''Hie wild New. 
England shores.' 1 Driven by persecutions 
from their native land the:' little. band of 
puritans made their way from Plymouth 
harbor to" cast their anchor' in the harbor 
of- Cape Cod. The' company. landed. .and 
after selecting a spot for their settlement 
established tbeir colony and named it after 
tbo harbor from which they sailed. Here 
they toiled 'with their own hands, 1 ' no slaves 
ever being purchased by them '.. Theaetwo 
colonies, united for a time, . .They threw off 
tbe yoke of England. Thevfoomedaiinion 
and founded a new 'nation, ' But as years 
passed slaves multiplied, and- instead of 
slavery "being gradually .'crushed out, it

Fifteen thousand Russians,, advancing 
on Fengwnngcbeng In tho belief that the 
town had been abandoned, were met In 
Tatung Pass by 30,000 Japanese, end 
4,000 Russians fell, according to a report 
from Newchwang. - It Is said also that 
1,000 Russians surrendered. 

Tho Japanese were defeated in a bat- 
tle at KInchow, according to' reports re- 
ceived in St Petersburg. They were' 
lured into a defile swept by two Russian 
guns and their ranks decimated. The 
Russian loss is 141 men, and it Is be- 
lieved the Japanese loss Is much greater. 

Madrid court gossips report the Immi- 
nence of a double engagement of high 
international Importance. King Alfon- 
so, It ia said, will shortly be betrothed 
to Princess Louise of Orleans, the sister 
of Queen Amelia of Portugal, while the 
engagement of Alfonso's slater, Maria 
Theresa, to the Crown Prince of Portu- 
gal is also expected shortly. 

Following the capture of KInchow, 
tho Japanese stormed Nnnshnn Hill, 
2,100 feet high, surmounted by a heavy 
battery, nnd covered with trenches and 
mines. After sixteen hours of fighting 
they charged tip the steep sides, aided 
by the fire of threo gunboats in KInchow 
Bay, and drove the Russians back. A

where a decisive buttle Is still to he 
expected; but, in the meantime, not 
only Is Llabynng not taken, but every; 
mile of the way between. It nnd tho 
present Japanese position U likely to 
be contested. There Is nothing In the 
news of the week to make improbable 
the ultimate success of .the Japanese 
In their Mnncliuriari campaign,' but It 
la evident that that success .will not 
bt easily achieved.

Port Arthur still stands, and no se- 
rious effort has been, made to capture 
or reduce It, nlthotigh predictiona wero 
made In Tokio that the end of tho 
week would see thnt city and harbor 
In possession of the Mikado's forces. 
The first serious naval disaster of the 
war bns overtaken the Japanese, 
though Its effect Is rather moral than 
actual. On the other band, the Rus- 
sians have again been compelled to 
sacrifice a magnificent vessel to their 
own stupidity. 

There Is some reason to believe that 
the Japanese have now between 40,- 
000 and 00,000 men beleaguering Port 
Arthur, where there Is a much smaller 
Russian garrison. If the Japanese 
really have concentrated so many 
men at that point and are bringing up 
siege guns, It must be their Intention 
to push matters, even nt the risk of 
a great loss of life. To let the slcgo 
or investment drag on until the Rus- 
sian Baltic fleet reached. the Pacific 
would be a hazardous matter. 

Operations at Port Arthur.do not at- 
tract so much attention as those In- 
land, far to the north, where Gen, 
Kuropnlktn Is facing tho concentrating 
armies of the Japanese. Nothing ban 
been heard of ,tbe army under Gen. 
Oku, which landed west of the mouth 
of. the l'alu, and was supposed to be 
moving In the direction of Halcbeng, 
about midway between. Newchwang 
and Ltaoyang, on the line of the rail- 
roaoV 

Gen. Kurokl's whereabouts Is hotter 
known. Wednesday some of his troops 
bad reached a' point about, twenty-, 
eight miles north of Fengwnngeheng, 
Thoy were attacked, according to Rus- 
sian reports, by several regiments or 
Cossacks and were driven hack fifteen 
miles, This was nt first described as 
h battlo In which the Japanese suffered 
heavy loss, but It does not appear to 
have been much more than an affair 
of, outposts, signifying little. 

This encounter throws a little light 
ou the position of tho Japanese, but 
not on their plans. Tho Russians have 
evacuated Newchwang, and presum- 
ably hold a line along the railroad ex- 
tending from Halcbeng at the south 
te Mukden at the north, The Japanese 
are somewhere to the east of that lino. 
According to Russian reports, 80,000 
of them ore still south of the Russian 
troops that are covering Llaoythg.

Tha Russian Government received 
news confirmatory of tho rumors In cir- 
culation that General Stoessel had made 
n succeBsful sortie from Port Arthur, re- 
sulting lu the defeat of the Japanese, 
with the loss of more than- 1,000 killed or 
wounded, The Russians' losses were 110 
killed or wounded. 

Tho movement was carried out by a

Acres of Land In Nebraska, 

Any head of a family In the United 
States may have a cattle ranch In Ne- 
braska ooa mile square by simply ask- 
ing' for It, The. offer 1b mads by the 
government and there are no conditions 
Imposed that tho poorest cannot comply 
with. As there are nearly 0,000,000 of 
acres from which selections may be made 
anyone desiring to. become possessor of 
040 acres of lino grating lands will have 
no trouble finding a. tract suitable to his 
taste. 

The lands In question have Just been 
opened by the Kluknld bill, which passed 
Congress and was signed on the last day 
of the session. Tito law becomes opera- 
tive June 20, 1004, On and after that 
date these ,0,000,000— to be ornct, 8,H44,- 
757 — acres, many millions of which com- 
prise the finest grazing lands In the 
world, wiD be open to tho public for 
entry ns homesteads. Ab nn example 
of the Quality of some of this land, there 
are in Rock County 220,302 acres of 
public lands', and yet one railroad sta- 
tion in that county ships more hay to 
market nqw than any other railroad 
point In the whole world. 

The lands affected by. the KInkald 
bill hove been open for homestead entry 
In lots of 100 acres each for many 
years, but not being, suitable for agri- 
cultural purposes and 100 acres not be- 
ing large en ought on which to raise cat- 
tle, tho lands hnve never been taken up. 
A square mllo of this land, however, will 
furnish pasturage and feed for 100 head 
of cattle throughout the entire year. 

Immense tracts of tills land hare been 
fenced In by the cattle barons of Ne- 
braska and It wns to have these illeiml- 
ly constructed fences removed that the 
government last year sent Col. Mouby, 
tho cx-Confedcrate cavalry leader nnd 
raider, Into the State to enforce, the, law 
regarding these fences. It Is. said Hint 
tho Richards much, with headquarters 
• at Ellsworth. Neb., had under such fenc- 
ing nearly 2,000,000 ocres of governnu-nt 
land. There were dozens rif other grent 
ranches which nlso included hundreds 
of thousands of government land within 
their fauces. 

But the Klnknld hill Bounds the death 
knell of tho cattle kincs, -whose herds 
of thou Bands roamed the open rnngc, 
mare effectually than any fence removal 
notice which tho President might pro- 
mulgate. With settlers from all parts 
of the United States flocking in- and 
taking up homesteads of (MO acres each, 
tho nubile domain In this State Is a 
thing of only a few months more. Then, 
without noecssnry lanils upon which to 
graze their herds, the cnttle barons must 
go ont of business. 

This Is the Inst large distribution of 
good land which the* government will 
ever make. And It Is only the really 
poor mnn who can homestead this loud. 
Any man owning more tlnin 100 acres of 
any kind of Innd nnywhere Ih barred 
from participating In tho Nebraska land 
distribution.

Chicago has declared she will 
b* clean and that declaration Is being 
fulfilled. Self-improvement societies .pre 
doing the work the municipality neglect- 
ed. 

It may astound the country to learn 
that It has been the rule In Chicago to 
clean tho • streets l only once In twelve 
months. Tho city appropriates annu- 
ally #1,100,000 for the care of streets 
and that Includes garbage removal, snow 
removal and/maintenance of dumps. Tha 
Chicago Woman's Club determined that 
the filth must go. 

■ They began the crusade and others 
Joined It, so that -to-day a. joint commit- 
tec cares for a district nirio. and n half 
miles long and one, mllo wide. More 
than 100 miles of streets are being 
cleaned.- Uniformed employes patrol 
the povementii.,aud even vacant lots are 
being cared for. These are graded and 
.seeded., Trees receive, attention, weeds 
: ire; attacked* wherever they show them- 
selvM, and unsightly bill boords aro torn 
down. It Is stpected that the outgrowth 
of this' morcmcut will .be the establish- 
ment of sri ' ad eq uate street cleaning aV 
psirtirisrit

The Methodist general conference at 
Los Angeles decided, by the decisive yea 
and nay vote of 441 to 188, not to make 
any change In tha church discipline is- 
the matter of prohibited amuscments^ — * 
dancing, card playlug nnd theater going. 
Immediately after this action by the con- 
ference the majority report, to retain th*- 
parngraph mid strengthen It by the. addi- 
tion of a clause tn the advices, ns rec- 
ommended by the bishops, was adopted. 
■ The conference's decision on this, the 
most rnonientoiis question so fnr as mem- 
bers of the. church generally were con- 
cerned beforo tbo body, came at the end 
of a heated and lengthy debate. .The 
most pronounced advocates of the reten- 
tion of paragraph 248 were women dele- 
gates. Advocates of the' proposed change 
argued that young people were kept out 
of tho church by an unnecessarily severe 
restriction which was not obeyed by 
many In the fold nnd could not be gen- 
erally enforced. 

"Tho man ,who says I cannot right- 
eously withers a Shakspenrean drama to- 
night and go (o prayer meeting to-rnor- 
row night," said Prof. Winchester of 
Wesley an University, "is either ignor- 
ant or guilty of an uncliarity flint Is. 
worse, In my opinion, than the aln'com- 
plained of." 

Tho question Is one which agitated 
the minds of tlie delegates to the general 
conference perhaps mora than any other 
single problem before It. Tho church, at 
large took a wide Interest in the subject 
of proposed striking' out of tho specified 
prohibited amusements from the • disci- 
pline, and many memorials and petitions 
from nil parts- of- the country reflected] 
popular opinion Id*; the church On the

In all. sixty-five memorials .were re-' 
celved, fifty-five of .which opposed nny 
catinge'in'th'e discipline on this point and 
ten favored various changes. A' single 
petition from Blnghamtpn, N. Y., bear- 
ing 2,000 signatures, wns one of the 
protests against any change being mads.

road In Jersey City wero destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of $5,000,000. -It. Beemod 
'for a' time as If .the flames would, get 
beyond control and sweep from dock to/ 
dock. It. was only by tlie. most superhu- 
man work of the. firemen and the fire- 
boats that a terrible holocaust. was avert- 
ed. 

Many thought that tho valuable 'ship- 
ping section of Jersey City was doomed,: 
nnd tho harbor presented an animated 
'scene 'as tugs hurried to draw the big 
vessels Into midstream, The 'screech; of 
myriads -of whistles made the air reso- 
nant with callloponn discord. 

Tho fire started", about 5 o'clock in 
the . afternoon In pier 12, on which a lot 
of barrels of oil wns. stored, The flames 1 
spread rapidly. Pier .12. wns 800 feet 
long and was soon ablaze Its entire' 
length, and the firemen who were trying 
to fight the Are from tlio shore, were 
obis to accomplish but lltthi. The flames 
swept across to pier 11 and beyond, 
being finally checked at pier 5, which Is 
a new coal trestle, etoel framed and 
Ironclad. Hero the flromch and Ilreboats 
made a; despe rata stand nnd stayed the 
advance of the fire until' the burning 
piers crumbled and fell Into -the water,' 
Although .there was but little wind, 
Bpnrks fell all along the water front for 
"the better '.part of a mile, endangering 
the Lackawanna depot and even tho 
Hamburg-American and Bremen line 
piers, where the firemen wcra kept busy 
playing Btrcams of- water upon Uc build- 
ings: and over the ships nt their docki. 

Tho . building of the Hoboken Coke 
Company, fire blocks from the main 
fire, was set oblnzo.by. burning brands, 
hut the firemen ' responded quickly and 
.tho build lug \vm only slightly damaged. 
. A number- of "cannlboatH and several 
tugs wero burned, tho loss of small bunts 
being variously estimated at from thirty 
to-200. 

The number of freight cars burned 1s 
not known, but oa this class of rolling 
stock and oa coal cars' tlio loss will bo 
heavy. 

During the fire the Lackawanna moved 
Its 'passenger .coaclte_s, from Its yards out 
to tho Mentlert'H, dud one train* of a 
dozen; box cars were.' hauled out uf a 
burning pier and' saved.. 

Piers- 11 unit lil-were full of gehornt 
merchandise, -piers 7, S, nnd JO wore 
used fo'r ,coal, "and pier 0' was a grain 
louiilng pier.

SOUTHERN CITY FIRE-SWEPT. 



Twenty-e'Kl»t Blocks Jn the 'Heart at 

Yazoo, Miss, | Beat rayed, 
- : Fire starting at o'clock'" Wednesday 
moriilug swept : through Yazoo City, 
Miss., burning a "Btrlp of buildings 
twelve blocks' long nnd three blocks 
wide. The burrietd district Includes tho 
whole business ^section, as well as many 
residences;' . All', tlio bahksi business 
houses, newspaper office 3, the postoIDce, 
tho court -house and the" city hall, rill 
churches' *'nnd hundreds of residences 
were destroyed.-' ■ 

. Tho fira'atDrtedln Wise Bros.' general 
merchandise' B tore, In .tlie middle of the 
principal business 'street, and spread la 
every direction. The water supply- was 
poor..and. the flames were Boon beyond, 
tho control of tho fire department The 
devastation of the business district] is 
complete. Twenty-eight blocks wero 
swept clean by the" flames. Of the 200 
buildings destroyed fifty > were . splendid ' 
residences, many of old colonial archi- 
tecture and occupied by some of the 
wealthiest citizens nt the South. '. 

Tho only buildings of consequence di- 
rectly exposed to the fire which' escaped 
were tlie court house nnd the Fannie J. 
BIcks Memorial library nnd they wero 
saved only; by tho Budden : shifting of 
tho wind. Tho buildings of tho four 
banks were completely destroyed,' but ail 
money stored in the vaults was saved. 
Tho reaidenco of John Sharp Williams, 
the minority lender In, the- House of Rep- 
resentatives, escaped tbe flames. 

Tho city wna placed under mnrtlal law 
as a result of tho conflagration. Sev- 
ern! negroes who wero caught In an at- 
tempt to. steal snlvnga have been>nrrest- 
cd. Two military companies patrolled 
tho burned district. Tlie Iors is. 'vari- 
ously estimated at between $1,500,000 
and $2,000,000, nnd tho insurance prob- 
ably will approximate GO per cent of the 
ioaa. •

Boilers of a Towboat Blow Ur> Near 
Louisville, Ky, 

Thirteen persons were killed, threa fa- 
tally Injurednud, sixteen hurt by. an,,ei- 
ploslon of boilers which demolished the 
towboat Fred Wilson, /off Louisville, 
Ky.,' Thursday. - Tlio Wilson waa the 
property of the Monougahela Coal and 
Coke Company nnd left Pittsburg the 
previous Friday with nix barges, twelve 
canalboats and four' flats, bound for 
Louisville. 

So great .wss the force of the, explo- 
sion that. the Wilson was literally blown 
to pieces and her hull sunk In elghtnen 
feet of water. Two heavy pieces of her 
boiler were found almost 500 yards from 
the bank and her flag, floats from the 
top of a tree noar Rlvorvlew park, where 
It was blown with a piece of wreckage. 

Tlie Wilson arrived at Louisville at 
midnight, had proceeded down the, river 
and ^wsb- about to tie up when the 'ex- 
plosion occurred. Tho ca'use of the acci- 
dent Is not known. - Henry Sykea, first 
mate, could give no explanation of the 
cause of the explosion. He and Chief 
Engineer Walker were tho only men on 
the boat who escaped Injury. Neither 
man could givo the names of 'the deck 
hands, nor;dld they know the name of 
a pnasenger ; who - was making the trip 
with Captain Price. 
' The Wilson '.was bnllt eighteen years 
ago and was reconstructed In -part last 
year; She wns vnluednt $25,000, and 
was insured in the "special Insurance,", 
which all boata of the' coal ^combine car- 
ry. Her length "was 174 feet; 80 feet 8 
Inches beam.

Birds seem. to- have no dlscrlmlna- 
tlon whatever In regard to' poisons, 
probably because they have almost no 
sense of smelt and swallow their food 
without masticating It, They are ter- 
rified to paralysis by the appearance 
of a poison snake (unless the terror 
be due to dread of .the appearance of 
the serpent rather than to an In- 
herited knowledge of Its venomous 
power), but sjich Intelligent birds as 
rooks will pick up and eat. poisoned 
grain, and crows and ravens readily 
eat poisoned egg or meat Chickens 
will eat the poisonous seeds of labur- 
num and die from its effects. Whether 
birds such as tits and greenfinches 
ever do so does not seem to be known. 
But wild birds are frequently found 
dying In gardens, though apparently 
they have been In good health a few 
hours before, and their death may be 
probably due to the" consumption of 
poisonous seeds.

Medical' Men Szy Qrave Evils Coma 
from Common Habit . 
A medical authority, has recently ut- 
tered a warning against the habit of 
Bitting with one knee crossed ovar the 
other— a pose. which ts nowadays al- 
most as common among women as 
among men.

Memorial day was fittingly observed in 
Antioch on Monday in spite of the cold 
and windy-day and the spirit of '61 was 
predominant in the hearts oE tbe veterans. 
The Antioch veterans, drum corps, secret 
organizations and reboot children started 
from the M. Ei church; at 9 :30.Lo'clock.and 
marched to the cemetery where the graves 
of the .departed heroes were decorated, 
Tbe entire parade . then marched to the 
depot to receive the members of -Luther 
Crane PoBt and the ladies of the Relief 
Corps' of Burlington,, numbering between 
thirty and forty veterans and their, friends 
to the number of one hundred, accompa- 
nied by a brass band. Ab tbe train pulled 
into the station they were received with 
ringing cheers, and forming in line were 
escorted to the 'M. E. church where the 
ladies of tbe Antioch BilUide Cemetery 
society served the dinner. Tables were set 
for tbe accomodation of about one hundred 
at a time. Those who were in waiting 
were entertained in the auditorium of the 
church by music songs and recitations. 

On account of the cold weather the ser- 
vices in tbe afternoon -were held at the 
church instead of at -the grove.' These 
services consisted of songa, speeches nnd 
recitations. The address to the old soldiers 
was delivered hy Rev. Wm; C. Cle worth, 
a synopsis of which is given below. 

This ie a meeting with two purposes; 
first to honor the soldiers, living and dead, 
and second to help perpetuate the/Bpirll;of 
patriotism. These anniversary celebrations 
set reflection and self-examination to work. 
The Story of our civil war is not the story 
of a day. That struggle was not the out-. 
come of one. little .dispute. It. was'; the 
volcanic outburst of the heated elements; 
the awful eruption from a century of dis- 
putes. Let 1 me remind you that on the 
shores of this new continent, two distinct 
civilizations took their rise. In the year 
IdOB a fleet of three small vessels, fitted 
out by. the "'London Company" set Bail 
from England for America. After a cir- 
cuitous route by way of the Canary Islands 
the fleet reached Chesapeake Bay. They 
Bent their exploration 'party to shore. 
Soon a site was selected for their colony. 

In the year 1819 occurred an event which 
waa destined to.Btaih the history of America 
for years. A Dutch vessel of war sailed up 
the James river and offered twenty negroes 
for sale. These were bought bv the James- 
town colonists and thus with one English 
settlement began American slavery. No- 
tice briefly the history of the other civil- 
izing colony established on "the wild New 
England shores. 1 ' Driven by persecutions 
from their native land the little band of 
puritans made thoir way from Plymouth 
harbor to cast their anchor ib the - harbor 
of Cape Cod. The company landed and 
after selecting a spot for 'their.. settlement 
established their colony and named it after 
tho harbor from which they Bailed, - Here 
they toiled with their own hands, no slaves 
ever ^being' purchased liy them'. These two 
colonies united fora time, Tltoy threw' off 
the yoke of England, Tli'eyfoomB^aunibu' 
and founded a' new nation,' But os years 
passed slaves - multiplied, j and instead Of 
slavery;', being 'gradually craahod put, it 



grow in strength until- it forced the con- 
viction upon us that the nation could not 
eiist ''half free and half slave.' * The ques- 
tion was raised "shall we have state control :

Any bead of a family in the United 
States may have a cattle ranch in Ne- 
braska' one mile square by simply ask- 
ing for it The offer- Is' modu by tho 
government and there are uo conditions 
Imposed thnt the -poorest cannot comply 
with. As there are nearly 0,000,000 of 
acres from which selections may be mado 
anyone desiring to become possessor 'of 
OIO acres of fine groilng lauds will have 
no trouble, flmllus a tract suitable to bis 
taste. 

The lands In Question have just been 
opened by the Klnksid bill, which passed 
Congress nnd was signed on the last day 
of tho session. The law becomes opera- 
tive June 20, 11)04. On and after that 
dato these 0,000,000— to be exact, 8,844,- 
757— acres, many millions of which com- 
prise 'tho finest grazing lands in the 
world, will be open lb tho public for 
entry as homesteads. As an example 
of the quality of soma of this land, there 
are In Hock County .220,302 acres of 
public lands, and yet one railroad sta- 
tion In Ui nt county ships' more hay to 
market now than any other railroad 
point In tho whole world. 

The lands affected by the Kluknld 
bill have been open for homestead entry 
In lots of 100 acres - each for many 
years, but not being suitable for agri- 
cultural purposes and 100 acres not be- 
ing largo enough on which to raise cat- 
tle, the lands have never been taken up. 
A square mile of this land, however, will 
futnish pnsturnge nnd feed for 100 head 
of cattle throughout tho entire year. 

Immense tracts of this land have bceu 
fenced lu by the cattle barone of Ne- 
braska and it was to have these Illegal* 
ly constructed fences rerrioved that the 
government Inst year Bcnt.'Col. Mosby, 
the Gi-Co ii federate cavalry leader and 
raider, into the State to enforce the. law 
regarding these fences. It Is said that 
tho Richards ranch, with headquarters 
at Ellsworth, Nob., bud under Bitch fenc- 
ing nearly 2,000,000 acres of Rovernnit-nt 
lnnd. There were dozens of other great 
ranches which also Included hundreds 
of thousands of government land wit bin 
tli el r fauces, 

But. the Klnknld bill sounds the denth 
knell of the cattle kings, whose -herds 
of thousand b roamed the open rnngc, 
more effectually thnn any fence removal 
notice which the President might pro- 
mulgate. * With settlers from all 'parts 
at the United States flocking In and 
taking up homesteads of (HO ncrcs each, 
the nubile domain In ■ this State is a 
thing of only n few months more. Then, 
without necessary lands upon which to 
graze their herds, the cattle barons must 
go out of buffiiiosn. 

This is the last largo distribution of 
good land which the government will 
ever ,mnke, And it' Is - only the really 
poor man who cnji homestead this land- 
Any man owning more than 100 acreH of 
any kind of land .anywhere in burred 
from participating lu tho Nebraska lnnd 
distribution.

Plain, commercial principles hare been 
applied. Chicago has declared she will 
Im clean and that declaration Is, being 
fulfilled. Self-Improvement societies arc 
doing tho work the municipality neglect- 
ed, :' , 

, It, may astound the country to learn 
that It' has, been the rule In Chicago to 
clean the streets only once in twelve 
months. The city appropriates annu- 
ally {1.100,000 for the cure of streets 
and that Includes garbage removal, nnow 
removal. and maintenance of dumps. The 
Chlcngo Woman's Club determined that 
tho filth* must go; 

They began tbo crusade and others 
joined It, so' thnt to-dny a Joint commit- 
tee cares. for, a district nine and a half 
miles long aud one mile wide... Mure 
than 100 miles' of streets aro 'being 
cleaned. Uniformed employes patrol 
the pavements and eyea vacant lots are 
being -caroa\.for.. .Those are -graded nnd 
seeded. Trees'- receive attention, wreds 
are'attocked -wherever tthey show thorn- 
■elves,! and t unsightly bill boards are torn 
flovrtC -It-.is ex'pected that.the outgrowth 
of this movement will be th e establish'- 
meat of en /adequate street cleaning de- 
paiim»»t, .

Methodlat* Will Not Mnkc 'chnnir** In- 
Church Rules. 

Tbo Methodist general conference at 
Los Angeles decided, by the decisive yes. 
and nay, vote of 441 Io 188, not. to make- 
any change In the church discipline la- 
the matter of prohibited amusements— 
dancing, enrd playing and theater going. 
Immediately after this action by the con- 
ference the majority report, to retain thw 
pnrn graph nnd strengthen It by the addi- 
tion of a clause in the advices, ns rec- 
ommended by the' bishops, was adopted. 

The conference's decision on thin, the- 
most momentous question so far as mem- 
bers of the cliurch generally were con- ' 
corned before the body, came at the end 
of a heated nnd lengthy debate, - Tbo 
most pronounced advocates of the reten- 
tion of paragraph 248 were women dele- 
gates, Advocates of tho proposed change-,' 
argued that young people were kept but 
of the church by an unnecessarily, severe- 
restriction which was not obeyed by 
many .in the fold and. could not be gen- 
erally enforcetl. 

"The man who says I cannot right- 
eously witness a Sbakspcarcan drama to- ' 
night nnd go to prayer, mcetlng-.to-nior- 
row night," snid Prof. Winchester of 
Wesleynn University, "is cither "igoor- 
aut or guilty of an unchnrity that is 
worse, In my opinion, than tho sin com-, 
plained of." 

The question Is one which agitated 
tlis minds of the delegates to the general 
conference perhaps more than nny other 
single problem before It. The church at 
large took in wide Interest In the Bubject 
of proposed striking out of the specified 
prohibited ninusemeuts.'xrom the disci- 
pline, and mnpy mcmmlnlB and petitions 
from nil parts of the country reflected 
popular opinion in tho church on' the 
matter. *. 

- In nil stxtyflve memorials were re-; 
eclved, fifty-five nf which opposed anyS 
change In the discipline on this point and 
ten favored various changes, A single- 
petition from Dlnghamton, N, Y., bear-. 
Ing 2,000 signatures, was' one of th* 
protests jignlnat any change being made.

Recurrence of tins Terrible lloboltcn 
Holocaust Narrowly Averted. 

A duplicate of the famous Hdboken 
pier fire, .In which scores of lives' wore 
lost, and many valuable tosscIb were dc 
Btroyed, struck terror to the water front 
residents of New York Sunday, whefl 
seven freight and coal piers of the Dela- 
ware, Lnckawnnna and * \Ycstern Hall- 
road In Jersey City were destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of $5,000,000. It seemed 
for a time ss if the names' would" get 
beyond control and -sweep from dock to 
dock, It wns ouiy by the most superhu- 
man work of the firemen and the lire- 
boats that n terrible holocaust was avert- 
ed. 

Many thought tliat-tlie valuable ship* 
ping section of Jersey City was doomed, 
and the harbor presented -an animated 
scene as tugs hurried to -draw the big 
vessels Into midstream^ The screech of 
myriads of whistles made the air reso- 
nant with calllop'cflii discord.' 

Tho' Eire started about 5 o'clock In 
the afternoon In pier 12, on which a lot 
of barrels of oil wns stored,' The llnmes 
spread rapidly. Pier .12 was 800 foot 
long arid wan soon ablaze its entire 
length, and the firemen .who were trying 
to fight tho fire from the shore, were 
njils to accomplish hut little, "The flames 
Bwept across to pier 11 and beyond, 
being finally chocked atpler 5, which Is 
a new - conl : . trestle, steel framed and 
•Ironclad, ' Hero- the 'firemen' rind flrobonts 
made a desperate stand and stayed the 
advance af-'tlie* fire until the- burning 
piers crumbled, and fell Into the witter. 
Although' there was but ' little wind, 
sparks fell all along the water front for 
the better part of a mile, etidaiigeriug 
tho Lackawanna depot and even the 
Hamburg- American and Bremen, lliie 
piers, whore the firemen were kept busy 
playing streams of water upon the build- 
ings and over the ships at their docks. 

•The, \ building .of the . Hobokcn Coke 
Compnriy, five blocks from the" main 
fire, was set.ablnza by burning brands, 
but the firemen ' responded quickly and 
the building was only slightly dnmaged. 

A number of cannlboata and severs! 
tugs were .burned, the! loss of small boats 
being variously estimated at from thirty 
to 200. 

Tho 1 number of freight cars burned is 
not known, but on this cloen of rolling 
stock and on coal cars tbe loss will bo 
heavy. 

' During (lie fire the Lnckawnnna moved 
its passenger coaches from Its ynrdn out 
to tha Jlcodows, and • one train of a 
dozen box cars , were hauled out of a 
burning pior nmV' saved.- .

Twentj-etclit JUocko In the Heart of 
Yazoo, Miss., Destroyed, 
Fire starting at. o'clock Wednesday 
morning swept through Yazoo City, 
Miss:,' burning riVi strip of buildings 
twelve blocks long nnd ■ three blocks 
wide.,? The burnetd district includes the 
whole 1 business section, ns well &s many 
residences. All the banks, business 
houses, newspaper offices, the postofuce, 
tho court _house and the city hall, all 
churches and hundreds of residences 
were destroyed. 

The fire started In Wise Bros.' genera! 
merchandise store, In, the middle of tho 
piiiiclpnlfbusiuess street, and Bpread in 
every direction. The water supply 'was 
poor nnd! the"; flames were J soon beyond 
tho contrbliof the 'fire department. .Tho 
devastation' of the business district Is 
complete. .Twenty-eight blocks were 
swept clean by, tho flames. Of the 200 
buildings destroyed fifty were splendid 
residences,- 1 many of old^ colonial archi- 
tecture and > occupied by. some of the 
wealthiest citizens of the South. 

Tho only buildings ot consoqitencn di- 
rectly expoBod'i.to the fire which escaped 
were the courthouse and the Fannie J. 
Blcks.jrcmorlarilbrary nnd they wero 
-sflTed"*ohly 'by the'suddoa shifting, of 
tho'wiad. The buildings of the four 
banks were completely destroyed, but all 
money stored in the. vaults was -saved. 
Tho residence of JbhnShnrp Williams, 
the minority leader in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, escnpeir'tho- flames. 

The city was placed under martini law 
as a result of the conflagration. Sev- 
oral negroes who were caught: in an at- 
tempt to steal salvage, have .been arrest- 
ed. Two military companies, patrolled 
tho burned district. The loss. Is vari- 
ously estimated nt between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000, nnd the insurance prob- 
ably will approximate 00 per cent. of the 
loss, * " . i

Thirteen persons were killed, three fa- 
tally injured and sixteen hurt by an ex- 
plosion of hollers which ■ demolished tho 
tQwboat'Fred Wilson, off . LoulBVllle, 
Ky., Thursday. Tho Wilson', was tho 
property of tho Monongnhcla Coal and 
Coka Company nad left Pittsburg the 
previous Friday with six harges, twelve 
canalboats and four flats,/ bound for 
Louisville.' 

f}o great was the force' of the explo- 
sion that the Wilson was ilterolly blown 
to- pieces and her hull suiik'In eighteen 
foot of' water. Two heavy pieces of her 
boiler were found almost 600 yards from 
the bank nnd her flag floats -from, the 
top of a tree near Rlverview park, where 
It wob blown with a piece of wreckage. 

The -Wilson arrived at Louisville' at 
midnight bad proceeded down the river 
and was obout' to tie up when the ex- 
plosion occurred, Tho cause of the acci- 
dent is not known.! Henry Sykes, first 
mate, could give no explanation of the 
catiso of the explosion. He and Chief 
Engineer Wulker. were the only men on 
thn boot who escaped injury. Neither 
man could, give the names of the deck 
hands, nor did. they know the name of 
n. passenger 'who was making the trip 
with Captain Price.

Nature Seems to Have Neglected to 
Safeguard Them. 
Birds seem to have no discrimina- 
tion whatever In regard to poisons, 
probably because they have almost no 
sense of smell and swallow their food 
without masticating It, They are ter- 
rified to paralysis by the appearance 
of a poison snake (unless- the terror 
be due to dread of the appearance of 
the serpent rather than to an in- 
herited knowledge of its -venomous 
power), but auch Intelligent birds as 
rooks will pick up and eat poisoned 
grain, and crows and ravens readily 
eat poisoned egg or meat. Chickens 
will eat the poisonous seeds of labur- 
num and die from ita effects; "Whether 
birds such as tits and greenfinches 
ever do so does not seem to be known. 
But wild blrdB are frequently found 
dying In gardens, though apparently 
they have been in good health a few 
hours before, and their death may be 
probably due to the. consumption of 
poisonous seeds.
